DOES THE CITY NEED 


A MEAT INSPECTOR? 


Just at the present time a topic 


that 1s receiving more than the usual 
amount of discussion about the city 
is whether or not the city of Grand 
Rapids should have a meat and milk 
inspector. 
i 


There may bo two sides to 
the 


question, and there are no 
doubt 


arguments for either side that may 
sound good to the man who utters 
them, and still they may not carry 
a great deal 'of weight. 


One of the first arguments that is 


advanced againbt the appointment of 
an inspector is that it would 
cost 


money, and that the tax rate at the 
present time is so high that it would 
not be a good thing to start anything 
that would necessitate any further 
outlay of cash. 
Of course there is 


little to say in reply to this argu- 
ni'nt. 
Most ot the business people 


"of Grand Rapids are on the hummer 
and are having a hard struggle to 
keep out of the poorhouse, so 


e idea of raising the 
taxes is 


enough to make any of them shud- 
der. 
In view o£ this fact it wil 


probably be well to avoid this part 
of the argument as much as possi- 
ble. 


Another argument is that all the 


;orms in meat are killed when it is 
cooked, so there is no danger from 
eating the flesh of a diseased cow or 
hog, no matter whether the anima! 
was killed at the slaughter house or 
whether it died of the colera. This 
is probably true, but- there are peo- 
ple who are so fastidious that they 
do not care to eat the carcasses of 
intmals that have died of some dis- 
pose, even tho they are not going to 
contract 
any 
disease 
themselves 


They just naturally have a horror of 
such things and they can't help it. 
This is prabably one of the class 
that want their meat inspected. 


And as to milk. Almost anything 


goes for milk, and a certain amounl 
of il is fed to babies each day, and 
in the majority of cases the baby 
;ets it raw just as it comes from the 
cow. 
Of course it is possible 
for 


people' to scald the milk and 
thus 


render it harmless, no matter much 
what the cow was affected with that 
produced it. 
No doubt most of the 


milk that is brought to the city is 
good and wholesome, and of course 
the baby has to lake some chances 
along with the rest of us. 


Now if there were no careless or 


dishonest people there would be no 
need of a meal and milk inspector, 
but unfortunately, everybody is not 
honest. 
There are times when 
an 


animal is taken sick on the farm and 
the owner, if he is not just as hon- 
e:,t as he might be, thinks that it is 
a good time to kill tho animal and 
take the meat to market. This meat 
is either sold to a butcher or peddl- 
ed about town nad somebody gets 
the diseased meat. 
Of cours'e 
the 


eating of this meat does not hurt 
anybc-ny but there are people who 
do not like it. 
II is doubtful if a 


man would be injured by eating a 
rotten'egg, provided that it was pro- 
perly cooked, and yot people pretty 
generally shy off from food of this 
kind. 


This is about all there is to this 


meat |ind milk inspeclion 
business. 


The spoiled meat does not hurt any- 
body and it is probable that most of 
the milk is all right, and yet there is 
nothing like being sure that it is all 
right. 
Some people do not care to 


eat muskrat, &kunk, coon, rabbit or 
hquirrol and >et there is no question 
but what these meats are just 
as 


palatable as the flesh of the cow, 
sheep or hog. 
It is just the menial 


condition that a man is in that makes 
the difference. 
.. 


It would seem as 
if 
the 
best 


method of settling the meat business 
would be to have a municipal slaugh- 
ter house where all the animals that 
arp ubetl in the cily are slaughtered. 
At this place there could be an in- 
spector who could inspecl every ani- 
mal before It i& killed, no 
matter 


who it belongs to. Then the meat 
thai came Into the city, no matter 
from what source, would be as near 
right as it would be possible for hu- 
han means lo have 
it. 
It 
would 


probably cost some money, but then 
it costs money to be carefulj anyway, 
but the results in the end justify the 
outlay.

an inspector is that it -would 
cost 


money, and that the tax rate at the 
present.time is so high that it would 
not be a good thing to start anything 
that would necessitate any further 
outlay o'f cash. 
Of course there is 


Jittla to say in reply to this argu- 
ment: 
Most of the business people

The lecture by Rev. Fred Staff at

And as to milk. 
JiTmost anything 


goes for milk, and a -certain amount 
of it is ted to babies each day, and 
in the majority of cases the baby 
gets it raw just as it coir.es-from the 
cow: 
Of course it is possible 
for 


people' to scald the milk and 
thus 


render it harmless, no matter much 
what the cow was affected with that 
produced it. 
No doubt most of the 


milk that is brought to the city is 
good and wholesome, and of course 
the baby has to take some chances 
along with the rest of us. 


Now if there were no careless or 


dishonest people there would be uo 
need of a meat and milk inspector, 
but. unfortunately, everybody is not 
honest. 
There are times when 
an 


animal is taken sick on the farm and 
the owner, if he is not just as hon- 
est as he might be, thinks that it is 
a good time to kill the animal and 
take the meat to market. This meat 
is either sold to a butcher or peddl- 
ed about town nad somebody gets 
the diseased meat. 
Of cours'e 
the 


eating of this meat does not hurt 
any beefy.,- but there are people who 
do not like it. 
It is doubtful if a 


man would be injured by eating a 
rotten^egg, provided that it was pro- 
perly cooked, and yet people pretty 
generally shy off from food of this 
kind.

London, Dec. 2.—That the great 


tattle between the Austro-Oerman and 
Russian armies in' Russian Poland 
has become of prime moment, eclips- 
ing in importance and intensity the 
struggle in France and Belgium, is 
the consensus of opinion of military 
men of all the belligerent powers. 


Germany for the time being has 


tamed her greatest efforts against 
the Russians. With the advance on 
Warsaw halted and with the great 
Russian forces again advancing and 
threatening to cut off the German in- 
vading forces, the kaiser has called 
large bodies of first line troops from 
the western theater of war. For sev- 
eral days dispatches from Holland 
have reported heavy movements of 
troops from Belgium. 


Kaiser on Runlan Front. 


Dispatches 
from 
Berlin 
intimate 


that Emperor William has turned his 
attention almost entirely to the Rus- 
sian situation and has gone to the 
headquarters 
of Field Marshal Von 


Hlndenburg on the eastern frontier. 


In today's official communications 


both Petrograd and Berlin make no 
claims of any marked success. These 
reports indicate that the fighting con- 
tinues briskly and that both combat- 
ants have won minor local successes. 


Petrograd reports l.he Germans in 


retreat, fighting desperately and los- 
ing enormously. Berlin asserts that 
the Russian advance has been checked 
by German counter-attacks and that 
the time is ripe for a resumption of 
active operations against the Russians 
which temporarily were hindered by 
the advance of Russian re-enforce- 
ments. It is added that farther south 
the Austrians are co-operating with 
the Germans. 


Russians Drive Germans Back, 


Petrograd 
Dec. 
1.—Six 
hundred 


prisoners, seven 
guns, 
and

wounded fell into Russian hands in 
yesterday's fighting to the west of 
Lowicz, where the Russians took ten 
miles of German trenches between 
Glovno and Sobota. according to in- 
formation

through 


trustworthy sources. 
Glovno is 16 


miles northeast of Lodz and Sobota 
Is 12 miles north of Glovno. 
The 


trenches 
were protected by triple 


earthwork and wire defenses. 


It is semiofficially announced that 


the Germans have received re-enforce- 
ments in the shape of two mfantry di- 
visions and one cavalry division. 


Russian Advance Strengthens Line. 
The occupation of Glovno, Bielavy, 


and Sobota straightens and strength- 
ens the Russian right wing, which al- 
ready is said to have widely outflanked 
the German left, bringing the Russian 
right from twenty to twenty-five miles 
In its advance on Strykow, where a 
battle now is raging, and puts the 
German center under an attack from 
Glovno and Lodz. 


The extent of the Russian advance 


In East Prussia between the Mazur 
lakes and the River Angerapp is offi- 
cially stated to be one day's march. 


Russian Official Statement. 


The following official communication 


was issued from general headquarters 
tonight: 


"Stubborn engagements continue In 


the direction of Lowicz. An attempt 
by the Germans to advance In the re- 
gion of Rzes^ow has been repulsed 
with great losses to the Germans. 


"The Russian troops, after a fight 


lasting ten days, captured on Novem- 
ber 28 the Austrian position which 
protected the passes in the Carpathi- 
ans, extending about thirty-three miles 
from 
Koneczna, which is 
situated 


north of Bartfeld, as far as Sczuko, 
situated south of Mezo Laborcz. The 
Russians in this district captured can- 
nons, machine guns, and many pris- 
Bhers. 


"In East Prussia minor engagements 


continue." 


On the basis of reports received in 


Petrograd from Hungary, it is stated 
here today that the Austro-Hungariau 
casualties to date amount to 900,000 
men and 19,000 officers. 


Tells Carnage Among Germans. 
"The Issue of the battle around Lodz 


still is doubtful," writes a correspond- 
ent from the front. 
"The battle will 


certainly go down into history as one 
of the most fiercely contested and 
strategically brilliant encounters in 
the history of the world." 


"The way the Germans hurled them- 


selves against walls of Russians when 
they discovered they were surrounded 
is described as like nothing else than 
the struggle of maddened wild ani- 
mals. The carnage was awful. 
Often 


the Germans tad to climb over heaps 
of their own oead in the rush against 
Russian bayonets. Often they had to 
•cross a zone of artillery fire where 
shrapnel took terrible toll.

were able to avoid a Sedan.

ing to consider surrender as a possi- 
bility and closing their eyes to inevi-

Germans Escape From Trap. 


"The Russians fought magnificently, 


but they had a vast ring to keep 
closed. And at the point where the 
Germans concentrated their attack In 
order to connect with another force 
near Strykow the Russians were un- 
able to pile up sufficient troops to 
hurl back the desperate onset made 
by the Germans. 


"Although the German 
divisions 


that were 
trapped 
south 
of Lodz 


have gnawed through the trap they 
are not yet out of danger. They are 
retreating in a country where roads 
do not exist even In the best times 
and 
where there Is nothing 
but 


tracks and paths. The Russians op- 
erating from Lodz and the Little Mor- 
ga, which the Russians are now hold- 
Ing In force, will make It very diffi- 
cult for the Germans to extricate 
themselves." 


Kaiser on Russian Frontier. 


Berlin, Nov. 30.—The presence of 


Emperor William at Field 
Marshal 


von Hindenburg's headquarters is In- 
terpreted here as Indicating that ev- 
erything is thought to be going well. 
The emperor has conferred the Or- 
der of Merit on General Mackenzen 
for his victory at Lowicz. 


The following official statement was 


given out at military headquarters to- 
day:

Germany's Vast Armies. 


Paris, Dec. 1.—A semi-official com- 


munication concerning the German 
armies in the field made public here 
tonight says: 


"Germany at present has at her dis- 


posal twenty-five and one-half active 
army corps, of which twenty-one and 
one-half are operating against France 
and four against Russia. Of the thir- 
ty-three German reserve army corps 
twenty-two and one-half are now em- 
ployed against France and ten and 
one-half against Russia. 


"These figures show that there Is a 


total of fifty-eight and one-half army 
corps, active or reserve, fighting for 
Germany on the fronts, and not 100 
army corps, as has erroneously been 
stated by the German government. 


"If the territorial units (landwehr) 


of which nothing was said in the Ger- 
man official note are taken into ac- 
count, it will be seen that eight land- 
wphr army corps are engaged against 
France and seven against Russia—that 
is to saj. in all, on tlle two fronts' j 
thirtv territorial divisions."

Eau Claire.—After two weeks of 


daily secret session securing evidence 
on alleged 
charges of misconduct 


against Principal F. M. Jack of the 
high school, the special committee ap- 
pointed by the board of education pub- 
lished its report, which completely ex- 
onerates Mr. Jack and demands the 
immediate expulsion 
of twenty-five 


boy students, leaders in the strike of 
600 pupils on Nov. 6, who demanded 
an apology from the principal, declar- 
ing he had insulted Miss Florence 
Blood, a 16-year-old student. 


The specific charges against Princi- 


pal Jack, for which an apology was de- 
manded, are that the principal gave 
unwarranted discipline to Miss Flor- 
ence Blood in accusing her of dress- 
ing immodestly, criticising her mode 
of hair dress, of keeping late hours in 
company of boys, and of unseemly ac- 
tions on the streets. It is said that 
Mr. Jack, after his reprimand to Miss 
Blood, which caused her to weep, 
forced her despite her plea to return 
to the assembly room of the high 
school before she had dried her tears. 


Several court actions may be taken 


against parties who have been indis- 
creet in the use of Miss Blood's name 
and picture. One that is threatened 
is against a Detroit paper for using a 
picture of an actress dressed in tights 
over the name of Miss Blood. 
Mr. 


Blood will ask damages and if the pa- 
per does not 'comply lie threatens to 
bring libel suit. Another possible case 
is against James A. Smith of Chetek, 
a photographer, who is charged with 
selling photographs of Miss Blood. Mr. 
Smith asserts he was given to under- 
stand that no objection would be made 
by Miss Blood if he allowed her pic- 
tures to be published. 


Unless retractions, are made through 


the newspapers by certain Eau Claire 
people Mr. Blood threatens to bring 
suits for slander against them. 
He 


has been securing affidavits of slan- 
derous statements made against his 
daughter and declares he will carry the 
cases into court if satisfactory settle- 
ment ib not made.

Copenhagen, the Dally Mail's corre- 
spondent says: "It is reported that 
the German fleet again has steamed 
into the North sea." 


Renew Attack on Zeebrugge. 


London, Dec. 1.—Comparative quiet 


prevailed today along the battle line 
in Belgium and France. The British 
squadron has renewed the bombard- 
ment of the German naval base at Zee- 
brugge and the allied troops have 
made some slight advances. The Paris 
official statement says: 


"In Belgium the enemy is remaining 


on the defensive. The artillery fire 
has been feeble and we have made 
progress at certain points. In the vi- 
cinity'of Fay we hold securely the po- 
sitions we occupie'd November 28 


"In the region of Soissons there has 


been an intermittent artillery fire di- 
rected against the town. 


"In the Argonne several attacks on 


the town of Bagatelle were repulsed 
by our troops. 


"In the Wocvre district the enemy 


bombarded the forest of Apremont, 
but without result."

cers to fully equip all American war- 
ships of actual military value. The 
total estimates of the nary exceed last 
year's total by about one million dol- 
lars. 


The war department asks for an 


Increase of 43.10S.300 over the total 
carried by the army bill for the cur- 
rent year. Its total of Appropriations 
to be asked of congress Is $104,124,512. 


Representative Gardner of Massa- 


chusetts Is to meet the president al 
the White House and ask opportunity 
to advocate hla resolution for an in- 
quiry into the efficiency of the na- 
tion's armament, but the president 
holds to the vie-" that each an Inquiry 
not only is unnecessary but that it 
might injure the chances for this na- 
tion to bring about peace In Europe.

ORDER GOES TO LEFT HAND 


Instructions to Write Sent Automat- 


ically by the Brain to That 


Organ. 


J. G. tells the New York Mail some 


interesting things about the psychol- 
ogy of writing with the right hand, in 
the case of a left-handed person. J. G. 
is left-handed, but was taught to write 
with the right hand 
In college he 


learned that the left lobe of the brain 
controls the operations of the right 
hand, and vice persa. He also encoun- 
tered a professor who told him that in 
the 
case of a left-handed 
person 


writing with the right hand there 
would be a crossing of the brain im- 
pulse from one side of the body to the 
other—a shifting of the nerve base, as 
it were—accompanied by a certain 
waste of energy caused by this cross- 
ing of the wires. 


The mental order to write is first 


sent automatically by the brain to the 
left hand, and must be transferred by 


"tropaiophoros" or standard bearer 
(in Greek). 
In old church windows 


and pictures St George is commonly 
depicted with a standard. He would 
therefore bear the Latin title of dra- 
gon-man, or dragon-bearer, and the 
legend would easily spring into be- 
ing, of his encounter with a dragon. 
Still there is "Sir Bevls" and Spen- 
ser's "laidly worm" to be reckoned 
with, and it might upset heraldry to 
some extent if we altogether disposed 
of St. George's dragon in so prosaic

Scion of Old Virginia Family Reduced 


to Beggary on New York Streets 


—Sued Many Financiers for 


Imaginary Debti. 


New York.—William Wayne Belvln 


ms had a spectacular career, ranging 
from 
railroad president and Wall 


street operator to a beggar on the 
streets of New York. 


Twenty years ago William Wayne 


Belvin was recognized as one of the 
plungers of Wall street. A scion of 
one of the oldest families of Virginia, 


had all the advantages of educa- 


tion and culture that wealth and fam- 
ly position bring. He had inherited 
[600,000 from his father, had gone to 
the northwest and Increased it by suc- 
cessful real estate speculation and 
Inally found his way to Wall street, 
nto the activities of which he was. 
ntroduccd by Henry Vlllard, the finan- 
cier.

Wall street smiled upon him for a 


hue. He was rated as a millionaire 
and lived up to the reputation. 
Well 


cnown about town, a familiar figure1 
along Broadway when the lights shone 
>rlghtest, Belvin 
kept 
pace

.he best of the spenders whose faces 
were always welcome. These wer,e the 
days before the fight for the control 
of the Northern Pacific railroad was 
naugurated. Belvin was at the height 
of his success on the street when the 
itanic struggle for the domination of 
that important railroad property was 
n Its Inciplency. When it ended ho 
was on the top of the toboggan that 
was to lead him to poverty and dis- 
grace and to shatter his reason. 


Belvin, in addition to other positions 


he held, was at one time president of 
tho San Francisco & Eastern Railroad 
:bmpany. 
He was always proud of 


that distinction. 


Business Reverses Came, 


Since Belvin lost $425,000 in the 


Northern Pacific deal he has bad a 
jhcckered career. Business reverses 
'ollowed each other rapidly and con- 
sistently. 
Wall street frowned upon

all of his enterprises. For some time 
he continued to live at the Waldorf, 
but finally was forced to leave there 
for failure to pay his bills. 
From 


luxurious apartments in the Waldorf 
to panhandling along Uroadway is a 
big drop, but that Is where Belvin 
landed. 
He is still panhandling his 


way through the country, a mere 
wreck of his former self. 
In tho 


human derelict of today none of his 
former friends would rocognize the 
debonnair, cultured son of Virginia 
who, a score of years filnce, wan the 
associate of the kings of finance who 
ruled the fortune.s of Wall street. 


In May, 1901, Belvin was arrested 


at the Iroquois hotel, Buffalo, for 
trying to send a telegram to George 
H. Cortelyou warning him that Prest 
dent McKinley's train would be dyna- 
mited at Paso del Norte, Tex. 


Becomes zj Panhandler. 


Subsequently he was committed to 


liellevue for examination into his 
sanity after he had threatened the 
life of Edward McCassidy, a lawyer. 
Then the wanderlust seized him again 
and he went to Boston, Philadelphia 
and Chicago, In each of those cities 
threatening leading brokers with ar 
rest and suits for moueys he said they 
owed him. James 
A. Patten, 
the 


wheat king of Chicago, was one of the 
men Belvin tried to sue 


On his return to New York he re- 


sumed his practice of Hollcitlng money 
from persons along Broadway. 


Belvin's eccentricities began to be 


manifest after he had lost half of his 
fortune in the Northern Pacific stock 
manipulation. Hia erraticisms brought 
him so much notoriety in Wall street 
when he was eliding to ruin, thai 
few of the brokers cared to be seen 
talking to him. 


He does not appear to be much of a 


success as a Broadway panhandler 
Ragged and unkempt, he is just wha' 
he is, a human derelict drifting along 
with the living tide that surges 
through the most famous highway of 
the world.

left hand, and must be transferred by 


"tropaiophoros" or standard bearer 
CIn Greek).

MASONIC SIGN SAVED 
HIM 


Potent Signal U*ed by English Engi- 


neer or. Blockade Runner Dur- 


ing the Civil War. 


A story published recently describ- 


ing how a Belgian saved himself and a 
number of his countrymen from execu- 
tion, by showing a Masonic sign to 
the officer in charge of the German 
firing party, recalls an incident in 
the American Civil v>ai which was re- 
lated to our parliamentary correspond- 


ent by the late Sir William Allan, the 
giant engineer who sat for some years 
in parliament for Gateshead. 


Allan as a young man was adven- 


turous, and early in the Civil war he 
engaged in the hazardous business of 
a blockade runner. His steamer was 
in due time captured by a Federal 
gunboat off Charleston, and boarded. 


As the boarding officer came up the 


side, Allan went below to redrce the 
steam, which had been forced up be- 
yond safety point during the pursuit. 
Ha was immediately followed by the 


officer, who put a pistol to Allan's 
head, and said:
